BECA  Challenge  Fund 
Off  to  Good  Start 


The  BECA  (Business  Executives 
Challenge  to  Alumni  Fund),  kicked 
off  by  SMC  President  Frank  Knittel 
at  Homecoming,  is  approaching 
the  $10,000  mark  in  pledges  and 
cash. 

Many  Alumni  are  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  "spectacular  offer" 
made  by  SDA  businessmen  who  are 
giving  $2  for  every  $5  given  by  SMC 
Alumni.  For  the  first  year,  however, 
if  SMC  Alumni  give  $57,000,  the 
BECA  will  match  it  with  $63,000. 


The  total  expected  to  be  received 
over  a  five-year  period,  both  from 
the  Alumni  and  the  BECA,  is 
$705,500.

Class  Gift 

An  IBM  Selectric  Typewriter  was 
presented  to  the  SDA  room  of  the 
McKee  Library  by  the  graduating 
class  of  May,  1980.  At  the  same  time 
the  Student  Association,  being 
challenged  by  the  college  adminis- 
tration, gave  a  similar  typewriter 
which  was  then  matched  by  the  col- 
lege. 

Dr.  Henry  Kuhlman 

The  National  Aeronautics  and 
Space  Administration  invited  Dr. 
Henry  Kuhlman  to  the  Jet  Propul- 
sion Laboratory  in  California  to  wit- 
ness receipt  of  the  signals  from 
Voyager  as  it  flies  closest  to  the 
planet  Saturn. 

At  11:05  p.m.  EST,  Tuesday, 
November  11,  Voyager  made  its 
closest  approach  to  Saturn's 
enormous  moon  Titan,  and  scien- 
tists were  eager  to  see  any  clues 
about  the  warmth,  atmosphere, 
and  habitability  of  that  satellite 
(such  as  the  volcano  seen  erupting 
on  one  of  Jupiter's  moons!). 

At  5:10  p.m.  EST,  Wednesday, 
November  12,  Voyager  most 
closely  approached  the  giant  planet 
itself.  Dr.  Kuhlman  and  other  NASA 
guests  were  there  for  two  days. 

Dr.  Kuhlman  has  consistently  fol-

lowed  NASA's  space  program.  He 
went  to  Cape  Canaveral  on  three 
occasions  to  watch  launches  of  the 
stupendous  Saturn  V-Apollo 
spacecraft  with  astronauts  bound 
for  the  moon. 

Dr.  Kuhlman  teaches  the  intro- 
ductory astronomy  class  at  SMC 
every  spring  semester.  He  de- 
signed the  sundial  which  adorns 
the  knoll  between  Thatcher  Hall 
and  the  tennis  courts.  He  has  writ- 
ten an  article  on  its  design  which  is 
being  typeset  by  Sky  and  Tele- 
scope, a  world  renowned  star- 
watchers'  journal. 


Andrews  Teacher 

Clifton  A.  Keller,  a  1958  graduate 
of  S.M.C.,  has  had  an  article  pub- 
lished in  the  September  issue  of  the 
journal,  The  Physics  Teacher.  Keller 
is  assistant  professor  of  teacher 
education  at  Andrews  University, 
and  attended  S.M.C.  from  1954  to 
1958  when  he  earned  a  bachelor  of 
science  degree  in  elementary  edu- 
cation. His  article  is  entitled  "Mys- 
terious Lights  in  Series  and  Parallel" 
and  was  written  to  help  teachers 
improve  skills  and  test  student  un- 
derstanding of  parallel  and  series 
circuits.
